Administration of relief in San 
Bernardino county was analyzed 
by a special legislative committee 
in an all-day hearing in the coun- 
ty seat yesterday. William Fitz- 
er, director of the county SRA, 
was on the stand for hours telling 
in detail how the relief is man- 
aged. 

Frederic Houser, Alhambra as- 
semblyman, chairman of the com- 
mittee, expressed the conclusion 
last night that “No such situa- 
tion is evident in San Bernardino 
county” as in Los Angeles county, 
where “relief was fraught with 
politics and that the intake of 
clients had been considerably lib- 
eralized by a ‘changed psycho- 
logical viewpoint’ under Governor 
Olson’s administration.” 

VERY LITTLE PRESSURE 

Mr. Fitzer declared, in answer- 
ing questions, that very little po- 
litical pressure has been put upon 
him. He reported, however, that 
Assemblyman Godfrey Andreas 
had “brought several people to my 


' office from time to time, said they 


were qualified and asked if I could 
take care of them when openings 
in the administration staff oc- 
curred.” 

Mr. Fitzer said he had appoint- 
ed only one of the persons and 
expressed the belief that Mr. An- 
dreas made the requests only out 
of friendship for the individuals 
and -not beeause of any political 
significance. 

GRIER TELLS VIEWS 

Cc. E. Grier, chairman of the 
county board of supervisors, was 
the first person on the stand at 
opening of the session yesterday 
morning. He was questioned 
about his views on relief and about 
the proposed plan of changing re- 
lief administration to the coun- 
ties. 

The Uplander, chairman of the 
county board of supervisors, re- 
plied: 

“TI think we all feel the legisla- 
ture at the special session did a 
fine job with the relief bill, under 
the circumstances. The appro- 
priation was sufficient, as was 
proved when the state began re- 
storing budget cuts that followed 
its adoption. 

“We are concerned a little by 
the three-year residence qualifica- 
tion in the bill, because it lays the 
counties open to responsibility for 
those who have resided in Cali- 
fornia one year but less than three 
years. The supreme court has 
held that the counties must care 
for those unqualified for state aid, 
if they have lived in the state one 
year. 

ASKS SAFEGUARD 

“Our board of supervisors is not 
asking for return of relief to the 
counties. However, I feel that a 
return of administration to coun- 
ties would increase efficiency by 
eliminating duplication, provided 
that the counties were fully safe- 
guarded against financial respons- 
ibility beyond their means. We 
must have this safeguard. It is 
in the current bill to as great an 
extent as was possible at a spec- 
ial session, but it must be includ- 
ed fully when a permanent relief 
program is adopted by the next 
regular session. 

“With counties properly safe- 
guarded, this board does feel that 
an integrated program would be 
the most advantageous. That 
would be a program set up ac- 
cording to state standards, with 
state supervision and with state 
appropriation of funds, but with 
local administration.”

PALMER EXPLAINS 
COST OF SCHOOLS 


Member of Chaffey Board Ex- 
plains Increased Taxes 
Caused by Relief 











Don E, Palmer, member of the 
Chaffey board of education, was 
the speaker at the meeting of the 
Upland Rotary club at Red Hill 
Country club today noon. Mr. 
Pabner, by request, spoke on the 
tax situation and cost of main- 
taining the Chaffty high school 
and junior college. He illustratea 
his very interesting talk by charts 
and graphs, telling how the schoo! 
district receives its income and 
how it is spent, His figures show- 
ed that during the past severa, 
years the improvement program 
has been in progress approximate- 
ly $1,612,000 has been’ spent on 
new buildings and equipment—- 
but a large portion of this amount 
did not come from local taxes. 

Mr, Palmer demonstrated that 
while there has been a great in- 
crease in average daily attend- 
ance at Chaffey during the past 
ten years property is now paying 
less taxes for that purpose than 
at that time. He also pointed out 
that city and county costs have 
been reduced in that time and em- 
phasized the fact that the tax bills 
of the people are larger now be- 
cause of the large sums spent for 
relief. In his demonstration Mr. 
Palmer took a specific piece of 
property and noted the actual 
amounts of taxes for school pur- 
poses during the period discussed. 

Sam B. Rowe, the club’s new- 
est member, was program chair- 
man and presented the speaker. 
Owen Atwood, club president, 
presided, President Atwood also 
spoke the sentiment of the entire 
club when he paid a fine tribute to 
William H. S, Black, who passed 
away Saturday and who was a 
former member of No. 1 Rotary 
club in Chicago and attended the 
Upland club many times since 
making his home here,

According to recent announce- 
ment, some race horse owners are 
finding horses feel better and run 
faster when they are fed citrus 
fruits. 

Since Upland is located in the, 
heart of the citrus belt, it should 
not be difficult for local residents 
to emulate the aristocrats of the 
race track. 


The past winter has been the 
warmest in many years. There 
has also been less sunshine and 
higher relative humidity. These 
conclusions are ‘contained in a 
record being kept by George P. 
Weldon of Chaffey junior college 
faculty in connection with work! 
on delayed foliation. 

Since 1924, Mr. Weldon has re- 
corded the minimum and the max- 
imum temperatures for December, 
January, and until February 15. 
The average of the two extremes 
is taken as the mean temperature. 

TEN DEGREES WARMER 

During the past winter the aver- 
age has been 54.25 degrees. This: 
average is almost ten degrees ! 
warmer than the cold winter of | 
1936-37, when the average was 
45.1. Two other winters were 
also exceptionally cold. In 1931- 
32, the average was 45.9; in 1933- 
34, 46.3. 

The relative humidity for the 
past year has been 62 per cent, 
and the sun shone 62.5 per cent of 
the daylight hours. In other win- | 
ters the percentage of daylight 
hours that have been “sunshine | 
hours” have averaged as high as 
85 per cent. The usual average 
for “sunshine hours” is 75 per 
cent.

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| Postmaster {NAVEL HARVEST IS 


Answers-- 


What do you want to know 
about the post office, mail service, 
rules and regulations and any 
phase of the far-flung postal busi- 
ness? 

Postmaster Orton P. Brady will 
answer questions submitted to 
him or to The Upland News. 
Questions and answers in today’s 
series of informative discussions 
follow: 

Q.—What is meant by first-class 
mail? 

A.—Letters, postal cards, al] 
matter wholly or partly in writ- 
ing, whether sealed or unsealed, 
and all matter sealed or otherwise 
closed against inspection come un- 
der first class regulations and 
rates. Typewriting and carbon 
and letter press copies thereof are 
the equivalent of hand writing and 
are classed as such in all cases. 

A.—Can letters be forwarded 
without the payment of additional 
postage ? 

‘A.—Yes. First class mail may 
be forwarded and again forward- 
ed without the payment of addi- 
tional postage, but a letter which 
after a proper effort- has been 
made to deliver it, is returned to 
the sender, may not be remailed 
without a new prepayment of 
postage and it should be enclosed 
in a new envelope. 


Q,—Can the stamp cut from an 
embossed envelop or postal card 
be used for postage? 


A.—No. Such stamps cannot be 
redeemed or used for postage. 
However, spoiled embossed en- 
velopes or postals—not parts— 
may be exchanged at the office by 
the purchaser for postage. 


Q*—Can mail be forwarded to 
another post office free? 


A-—Only first class mail may be 
forwarded from one post office to 
another without additional pay- 


ment of postage.

Warmest Winter, But 
Fewer Sunshiny Days 


ter of 1926-27 was almost iden- 
tical with the current winter in 
the amount of humidity and sun- 
shine. However, the average tem- 
perature for that winter was 49.3 
degrees, or about five degrees cold- 
er than 1939-40. 

What effect does the tempera- 
ture, relative humidity and 
amount of sunshine have on decid- 
uous fruit crops? 

The three coldest winters. re- 
sulted in wonderful fruit crops, 
Mr. Weldon reports. 

In 1926-27, when the weather 
was warmer, but humidity high 
and number of sunshine hours low, 
the crop was moderately good, 

This year, delayed foliation will 
mean virtual crop failures for 
many old varieties of fruit. 

In the Cucamonga peach dis- 
trict, however, the crop appears to 
be fairly promising, despite the 
warm winter. 

However, temperature appears 
to be the chief determining factor 
in the deciduous fruit crops, Mr. 
Weldon concludes. It is more im- 
portant than relative humidity 
and the number of hours the sun 
shines, 

Mr. Weldon has done _ pioneer 
work in developing varieties of 
peaches which can survive the 
warm winters here. 
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NEARLY HALF OVER 
‘AS WORK CONTINUES 


Citrus Workers Busy in Groves 
And Packing Houses in 
Handling Crop 








With approximately 50 per cent 
of the Navel crop from the local 
district having been shipped, or- 
ange houses consider their job 
about half done. 

Recent figures released by the 
federal government estimate that 
the total orange supply of the 
United States this season is 8,- 
000,000 boxes less than a year ago, 
With the crop from California and 
Arizona being approximately the 
same as a year ago, the decrease 
is caused by the freeze°in Florida 
and Texas in January. 

The good quality of the current 
Navel crop—with very little cull- 
age necessary — indicates that 
when the season comes to an end 
growers will find better returns 
per acre than last year when 
heavy cullage as necessary  be- 
cause of the predominance of 
small sizes.

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The Courts—An Answer to the Consolidation 





Idea

The editor of The News seems to think that the same man, 
or woman, should preside over the local justice’s court and 
over the local police court in the interests of ‘‘economy”’, 
The justice of the peace is elected by the people of Up- 
land township. Ilis salary is fixed by the supervisors under 


The police judge is appointed by the 
Hence, it is inevitable that if 


the county charter. 


eouncil, who fix the salary. 
the same man, or woman, presides over both courts, it will 
always be the justice of the peace. 

If we assume that The News is correct in stating that 
there will be a distinct saving in so doing, the net result will 
be that the local justice of the peace will always be the local 
police judge also. The right to appoint the police judge 
would then be practically taken away from the city*council. 
The only way the council could control the police judge 
would be for its members, and the publie generally, to see 
that the person elected as justice of the peace was the per- 
aon desired also to act as police judge. 

But first of all I am of the impression that The News is 
decidedly wrong in assuming that there would be any ‘‘econ- 
omy’ in following this policy. The justice of the peace of 
Upland township draws $175 a month—this provides also 
for a clerk. The present police judge is paid $100.00 a 
month. We know that the annual income from the police 


court, principally through fines secured from traffic viola- 
tions, approaches $14,000. That is a large sum of money. It 
is quite possible that if the same person presides over both 
courts, three-quarters, or even four-fifths of all the work will 
be police court work. Of course the salary of the justice of 
the peace cannot be reduced. But suppose we reduce the 
present salary of the police judge to $75.00 a month, thus 
making a saving of $25. That would still mean that for 
$175 a month the justice of the peace would do a small por- 
tion of his work, while for $75 as police judge he would be 
expected to do a business of about $14,000 a year. With this 
disparity of salaries for work done, coupled with the possi- 
bility of legal contlict in jurisdiction between the two courts, 
e one ean well imagine what office would be favored. 

This question of appointing the justice of the peace to 
also act as police judge has been presented a number of times 
during the past four or five years. When Mayor McQuillen 
was in office the council seriously considered the matter and 
came to the conclusion that there would be a distinct econ- 
omy to the city in keeping tlte offices separate. A majority 
of the city council recently seemed to think the same way. 
My personal impression is that almost anybody, with full 
knowledge of the facts, would think the same way. 

I suggest to the editor of The News that if he will in- 
quire of any city official having knowledge of the matter, he 
May revise his opinion about this question of ‘‘economy”’. 


What The News calls ‘‘consolidation’’ of the twc offices 
might prove exceedingly ‘‘uneconomieal’’. Possibly _ the 
members of the city council are as deeply concerned over 


questions of economy as is the editor of The News, and I 
am of the impression that we may safely leave this matter 


‘to their discretion. That is far different from starting out 
with the assumption, as does The News, that to ‘‘consoli- 
date’’ the two offices would mean a saving to the taxpayer. 

With the volume of business done by the police court, 
doesn’t it occur to the editor of The News to ask the ques- 
tion, how can one person do the work in both of these of- 
fices, and do it properly? The first thing perhaps required, 
would be to hire a clerk for the police judge, say at $50 or 
$75 a month. What happens to the ‘‘economy’’? 





Perhaps we had better leave these things to the members 
of the city council, whose efforts towards economy have been 
demonstrated on many occasions.

ae outstanding radio scientist 
of the future will be given a 
flying start toward his goal through 
the award of a $4000 college scholar- 
ship next Fall, according to a plan 
announced today by David Sarnoff, 
President of the Radio Corporation 
of America. 

Realizing that tomorrow's radio 
engineering talent is to be found 
among the boys who are now in 
the senior classes of high schools, 
Mr. Sarnoff intends to find the stu- 
dent who is best fitted by brains 
and natural ability to succeed in a 
scientific career. To this end, a 
competition is being offered this 
week through the Principals of 
17,000 high schools throughout the 
United States to students who are 
qualified by high scholastic stand- 
ings. 

Ten preliminary winners will be 
selected on the basis of their rat- 
ings in this examination. All of 
them will be brought to New York 


next August at the expense of the 
company, and will spend a month 
in thorough inspections of RCA and 
NBC engineering facilities. The 
Judges will select one of the ten 
boys 4s the final winner of the 
$4000 tuition and maintenance 
scholarship. The others will receive 
cash awards of $100 each in addi- 
tion to full expenses of the trips, 
which will include visits to many 
scientific exhibits at the New York 
World’s Fair. 


Mr. Sarnoff, who himself rose
